JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 
The present P. and O. mail brings advices from this port to 


the 16th March ; the French mail from London Jan. 15 was re- 
ceived on the 8th March, and the following P. and O. mail of 
Jan. 22 arrived out on the 9th March. The Japan Herald sup- 
plies the following summary of news :— 


The meeting of several of the past and present Ministers at 
Osaka is at an end, but no official statement of the subjects dis- 
cussed has been published. It is rumoured that the subjects 
were mainly these :—The question of representative institutions ; 
the present position of the Government, in view of the amount of 
discontent and insurrectionary feeling prevalent in the country ; 
the action to be taken with respect to the Korea ; and the ques- 
tion of removing the Court, for at least some portion of the year, 
to Osaka or Kioto, where the non-residence of the Mikado in his 
ancient capital is resented. 

It has been the custom of the Lew Chew Islanders for a great 
many years to pay an annual tribute to both China and Japan. 
Despite the fact of the Lew Chew group being now regarded as 
annexed to the Japanese Empire, to which China has assented, 
the Lew Chewans sent their tribute as usual, and it was accepted 
by the Chinese Government. This inconsistent proceeding has 
given much umbrage to the Japanese Government, and a formal 
representation on the subject has been made to Peking, request- 
a return of the tribute in question. 

he Mitsu Bishi (native) 8.8. Company is very successfully 
competing with the P.M.S.S. Co. for the local traffic between 
Yokohama, Kobe, Nagasaki, and Shanghai. It is calculated 
that the P.M.S.S. boats will soon be run off. Mr. Hart, the 
special agent of the latter company, has gone to New York to 
consult with the directors to know what is best to be done. He 
has been successful in evoking such active antagonism to the 
P.M.S.S. Co. that not alone will the new opposition line be sup- 
ported, but strenuous efforts will be made to secure a line across 
the Pacific also. After the recent disclosures, the public has 
now no confidence in the management of the P.M.S.S. Company. 

A Government notification has been issued, stating that the 
weight of the present silver yen is to be increased. This will 
make it of the same value as the trade dollar, and the increase is 
evidently made with a view of enabling it to compete with that 
coin. It 1s also announced thatthe whole of the present sinsatsu are 
to be called in and exchanged fora new issue, inclusive of notes 
payable in gold, which are, it would appear, to be paid in paper. 

An important case, the Kaitakushi v. Martin Coben and Co., 
relative to a contract made with the Government for the supply 
of rifles, has been decided in the U.S. Consular Court here in 
favour of the plaintiff. 

The U.S.S, Lackawanna has left here for San Francisco, 
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(LATER ADVICES BY PACIFIC MAIL.) 

The Pacific Mail Company’s steamer Uolorado arrived at Ban 
Francisco on the 15th ult., with advices from Yokohama to the 
25th March, and the following summary has been telegraphed 
to the New York press :—- 


Considerable excitement prevails among the Japanese soldiers 
in consequence of the news that the Chinese had already pro- 
voked a conflict with the savages of Formosa, and the opinion is 
expressed that China should be required to give a guarantee 
for at least the reasonable treatment of the aborigines. The cir- 
cumstance of Chima having exacted submissive acknowledg- 
meats from the Loo-Choo Islanders, which is yet unexplain 
adds to the feeling of indignation against that empire. The 

ooans concerned have arrived in Yedo in obedience to 


a Government summons. The case is now undergoing investi- 


tion. 
eit is now known that Government changes of considerable 
importance are impending, and a modification of the present 
form of the Administration is expected. Great secrecy has thus 
far been maintained by the officials, owing to the efforts of the 
foreign Ministers to interfere in the disposition of Japanese 
internal affairs. 

Intelligence of the proposal of the United States to return one- 
half of the Simonoseki indemnity is coldly received in Japan. It 
is felt that the money either does or does not belong to the 
United States. An offer to refund a portion would not be oor- 
dially welcomed in the present state of public opinion. A par- 
tial acknowledgment would probably be refuse 

Several new railways are projected in various parts of Japan. 
Telegraphic communication is now established between all the 
important cities. 

axes on 250 small articles of trade have been abolished and 
transferred to tobacco and native wine, which will now yield 
about $2,000,000. 


The rule requiring the payment of two cents postage on news- 
popes ane from America has been abolished by the Japanese 
ost-office.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 
The correspondent of the North China Herald writes as 


follows :— 


For some days the Bund at Tientsin, for about the third of a 
mile of ite length, was pyramided with foreign imports and im- 
port merchandise generally, the Chinese owners refusing to 
take delivery of them from the foreign steamer agents. This 
arose from the Chinese Government having demanded from the 
Chinese Shanghai importers a likin tax upon them, directly on 
their passing the foreign or sea Custom-house. A report im- 
mediately got abroad that foreign goods were to be also subject 
to the same regulation, and the native merchants one and all 
refused to take delivery of their Shanghai consignments, The 
steamers of course could not keep the goods on board, so they 
were discharged on to the Bund, which was soon laden and 
blocked with merchandise. Foreign merchants appealed to their 
Consuls to protest against the innovation which was causing the 
stoppage, and the Consuls remonstrated with the Taoutai. But 
the ‘Taoutai repudiated any such intention as that imputed, ap- 
pealed to the language of his first proclamation, and issued a 
second, emphasising the distinction between “native” and 
“foreign ”—which terminated the difficulty. I do not suppose 
that anv one ever saw such a sight asour Bund at present offers 
—hills of merchandise from one end of it to the other. 

Herr von Brandt, the new German Minister to the Court of 
Peking, has arrived at Tientsin from Shanghai, in the 8.S.N. 
Co.’s steamer Chihli, on his way to the metropolis. Mr. Brandt 
is no stranger in Tientsin, having, as Secretary of Legation, re- 
sided here several weeks when, in 1861, the German treaty was 
being negotiated with China. His Excellency Li Hung-chang, 
not having yet returned to Tientsin, there was no high Chinese 
official on whom Mr. Brandt could call during his stay. This 
fact shows the necessity of a Chinese high official being always 
stationed at the port of Peking, with whom forcign Ministers 
could meet on equal terms for the transaction of business or on 
visits of courtesy. Mr. Brandt will leave immediately for 
Peking, going by boat. 

The S.S.N. Company’s steamer Shingking, with his Excellency 
Ying Han, the new Governor-General of Canton, and suite, 
passed through. the Tientsin anchorage on the 6th March. The 
crew of the Chinese gunboat Chin-haz, moored at the bottom of 
the anchorage, manned yards, aud the band played some sort of 
tane (presumably the Chinese national anthem, whatever that 
may be), and after the Shingking had got about three yards past 
her she tired a salute of three guns. 

The Peking Gazette of the 15th-16th February contains an in- 
teresting batch of edicts in regard to Formosan affairs. It is 
rather amusing to find military rewards given in connection with 
the Jat: difficulty, and rather remarkable to find the famous 
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Koxinga dragged again into notice, and canonised. The Gazette 
of the 23rd February describes the programme observed on the 
oocasion of the young Emperor’s accession. He was first to offer 
homage before the rersams of the late Emperor, then receive 
homage in the Chung-ho Throne-hall, and afterwards pass to the 
Tai-ho Throne-hall to promulgate the manifesto of accession. 
The Gazette of the 24th February contains an edict on the 
subject of finance, which would be satisfactory, if we 
it will take effect. The Board of Revenue is directed to co 
the total amount of receipts in all the provinces, from the land 
and salt taxes, rice collectorates, and also likin taxes, and sale 
of titles and offices. This having been done, expenditure 
is to be ao ordered as to come within the limits of income. 
A return of all likin-tax stations is also to be required 
from the governors of provinces. It is evident from all 
the memorials and edicts that have been lately appear- 
ing on this subject that the attention of the Government 
is being seriously called to the state of the national finances. 
Whether the will and the power exist to effect reform and re- 
trenchment remains to be seen. One paragraph in the edict 
creates a suspicion that it is pure verbiage. A return to the old 
system and prices is to be effected, in the matter of war material. 
In ite full meaning this would imply abandoning arsenals and a 
return to jingals and Chinese powder—which will not happen. 
If retrenchment had been spoken of simply, it would have im- 
plied a better appreciation of actual facts, 


SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 19th 
March ; the French mail from London Jan. 29 was received on 
the 17th March. The following summary is from the North 
China Herald :— 

The annual meeting of shareholders in the Shanghai Steam 


Navigation Company been held. The report presented was 
as follows :— 


The net gain for the year was Tls. 188,372.21. After allowing for 
the declared dividends of 7 per cent., there remains T]s. 27,323.96 to 
be carried to the credit of insurance and depreciation fund. The 
casualties of the year are confined to the loss of the Chusan, insured 
for the cost of the hull and new work, but not for the engine from the 
old Chusan, which was valued at Tls. 30,000, and is written off. The 
vessel can probably be replaced at a saving in cost equal to the amount 
lost, and the chief cause for regret in this disaster is the untimely 
death of Captain Johnson and eight of the crew, whose loss is deeply 
to be deplored. The companion hull, for which the Atangloong’s en- 
gine is intended, is to come out in sections by steamer from Glasgow. 
She will not be in service for a year, but as these vessels were ordered 
well in advance of their need, to allow for accidents, the delay is no 
inconvenience to the company. In order to convey to distant share- 
holders as close an estimate as possible of the value of the com- 
pany’s property, it has been revalued, and the steamers are written 
down, not only to cover present depreciation, but in the case of 
the wooden steamers, depreciation in the future. Three of these, being 
peridkable property, are reduced to a nominal value, though still sound 
and efficient and as good for present service as new vessels, The 
Nanking, Iirado, and Fustyama, for all practical purposes, are the 
same as iron hulls, their frames being imperishable, and the only 
peculiar repairs beyond those required by iron, vessels being the oc- 
casional replanking above the water line. The amount thus written off 
is Tla. 390,737.16. A list of the company’s steamers at the new valua- 
tions is added to the usual statements, and a perusal will show the 
sound and efficient state in which the fleet now stands. 

The re-valuation of real estate was based on actual sales of other 
property in close proximity, and was made with much care. It is 
intended and is believed to be still below its actual value as well as 
cost; it having been added to, through successive years, without 
increase of cost in the accounts. Besides their steamboat dock, the 
company possesses three cxtensive estates, situated at nearly equi- 
distant points on the river, and commanding the best frontages in the 
port, aggregating nearly half a mile of the river bank. Their dock 
is the only one here capable of receiving river steamers of the dimen- 
sions now built. The enhancement of the property in the books is 
Tls. 837,662.00, and it now stands at Tls. 763,600. The agreement en- 
tered into in March with the China Steam Navigation Company has 
proved successful in its arrangements, and the companies work in har- 
mony, with only such degree of friendly rivalry as secures to the pub- 
lic the most efficient service and to the companies the most careful 
economy. 

The directors think the promise is good for a prosperous business in 
the ensuing year. The interior is re to be ina peaceful and 
flourishing condition, which should react favourably upon the carrying 
trade. 

Mr. P. Maclean proposed that the accounts for the year 1874, 
as presented to the meeting, be accepted and passed ; and in 
doing so he congratulated the directors and shareholders on the 
very satisfactory position of the company. The resolution was 
carried, as was also the following :— 

Mr. Dent retiring from the board, it is proposed that Mr. W. Scott 
Fitz be elected President, and Messrs. F. H. Bell, F. Nissen, F. D. Hitch 
and A. G. Wood be elected directors, and Mr. Rowley Miller auditor to 
game, until the next general meeting. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Dent for presiding, and also for the 
efficient assistance he had given to the company through a series 
of years, terminated the proceedings.

Tls.61,349. A dividend has been paid at the rate of ten per cent., 
and Tis. 42,599 carried to reserve. Messrs. How, Wilson, and 
Tong-king-sing were re-elected directors. A change, providing 
for the rendering of the accounts yearly instead of half-yearly, 
was made in the deed of settlement. 

A rather curious claim for brokerage, brought by Mr. R. H. 
Gore-Booth v. Little and Co. has been tried before the Supreme 
Court. It was an action to recover Tls. 3,500 for work done 
and services performed, as broker, in the sale of a steamer to 
the C.M.S.S. Company; the said sale, however, having been 
never completed. While deciding against the plaintiff, the 
Judge held there was sufficient doubt to justify the plaintiff in 
bringing his action, and decreed, therefore, that each party 
should pay his own costs. 

The Amateur Dramatic Company have given their third 
performance for the season at the Lyceum. e pieces selected 
were T. J. Williams’s comedietta, “ [ve Written to Brown,” 
and George Colman’s comedy, “ The Heir at Law.” The per- 
formance was an undoubted success, and attracted a full house. 
It was subsequently repeated, and was again well attended. 

St. Patrick’s day was celebrated by a dinner at the club; 
about twenty-five Irishmen assembled, and with characteristic 
hospitality entertained an equal number of guests. The room was 
decorated with evergreens and shillelaghs, and the table spread 
with shamrock. Dr. Jamieson acuniad the chair, supported by 
Mr. J. I. Miller as vice. A very pleasant evening was spent. 

Another Paper Hunt Handicap has been run, twice round the 
steeple chase course. It was won by Mr. E. H. Gore-Booth, on 
Furore ; Mr. Morriss, on Southdown, coming in second. The 
grand stand was thrown open to enable ladies to view the race, 
and was largely availed of. 

The Court of the United States Consulate-General has been oc- 
cupied with the case “Municipal Council v. W. H. Fogg.”

Some of our readers may remember that a pair of crows se- 
lected the P. and O. flag-staff last year for their nest. They 
were not disturbed ; and it is curious to note that they have 
come back and begun to build again this year in the same place. 

Ata sale by auction at the Horse Bazaar, the whole (25) 
of the ponies offered were sold, at prices ranging from T's. 35, 
50, 75, 90 up to Tls.120. The ponies were a good-looking lot, 
and thefbidding was spirited. O ponies realised the top price. 

We hear that the Bund in front of the British Concession at 
Chinkiang has partially given way, in consequence of the dleepen- 
ing of the river in front. The bunding in front of the Custom- 
house gave way some few weeks since, and was partially restored 
by the native authorities in a haphazard sort of way. We learn 

the late wet weather has been too much for this also, and 
that the new erection has again collapsed. 

General Raasloff, the Danish Minister, has arrived from the 
north.

HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 25th March ; 
no later mail from London had been received. The following 
items of intelligence arc from the Hong Aong Daily Press :— 


A meeting of the Chamber of Commerce was held on the 
22nd March, and the report of the committee presented. We 
extract the following :— 

THE BLOCKADE OF HONG KONG. 

The Commission appointed by the Goverament to inquire into 
this subject having completed its labours, the committee in June 
Inet aie application for a copy of the report. This, however, 
was declined by the Executive, and the necessary steps were 
accordingly taken to address the home authorities. A memorial 
embodying the views of the Chamber was drawn up and for- 
warded to the Right Hon. the Earl of Carnarvon, Her aajenty 
principal Secretary of State for the Colonies ; copies were also 
sent to the various Chambers of Commerce in the United King- 
dom, as well as to several prominent members of Parliament, 
requesting their co-operation in pressing the subject upon the 
attention of the Imperial Government. 

The Committee regret that up to the present time they are 
unable to report any tangible results having been obtained, but 


they have satisfaction in stating that they are aware that the. 


Home Government has now taken the subject in hand, and that 
a final decision of this vexed question may shortly be expected. 
Prominent among those who came forward in reply to the appeal 
of the committee for co-operation was the Manchester Chamber 
of Commerce, whose committee at once addressed the Secretar 

of State for the Colonies, and Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell, 
whose letter to the chairman is an able and especially interesting 


paper upon this subject. a 
dition to the efforts put forward by the Chamber in this 
behalf, a very important influential meeting of the commu- 


nity was held in the month of August, the result of which has 


been the publication ef a pamphiet cetrpeerh, a complete résumé 
of the whole subject, together with all publie documents con- 
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y has been held. The accounts showed a profit of | 


nected therewith, which has been extensively circulated in Eng- 
land among members of Parliament and those who would be 
likely to take an interest in the subject. 

The Chairman said he had a resolution to propose. The mem- 
bers had all no doubt read the able letter attached to the report 
which had just been laid before the Chamber. He thought that 
that letter very clearly showed the interest which the writer of 
it took in the welfare of the Colony, and he need hardly say here 
the way in which he laboured for its benefit, and won the ad- 
miration of a very large majority of the community here. There 
was no doubt that when he was Governor of Hong Kong some of 
them perhaps thought differently to him on certain points ; but 
at the same time in any matter affecting the Colony generally, 
and with respect to any injury coming from anyone outside, they 
had in Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell the best champion the 
Colony had ever seen i Ueauane He (the Chairman) had read 
several despatches, for the protection of the Colony, to those who 
were inimical to it, and in writing them and defending the in- 
terests of Hong Kong, Sir Richard MacDonnell incurred the 
blame of the Imperial Government. He (the Chairman) 
thought such a man as that deserved the recognition of the 
Chamber. When here he always had great respect to any 
opinions expressed é its members. Many important mat- 
ters he referred to the Chamber, and was guided in a great 
measure by the results of its deliberations. Recently the Cham- 
ber forwarded him a copy of the memorial, and they had his 
reply to it. He (the Chairman) also knew that Sir Richard’s 
exertions for the welfare of the Colony had not yet ceased, for 
he was still advocating the interests of the Chamber in the mat- 
ter of the blockade with the Government at home. With these 
things in view, the least thing the Chamber could do would be 
to puss a vote of thanks to him. The Chairman then moved. 
“That the thanks of this Chamber be voted to Sir Richard 
Graves MacDonnell for the interest he continues to take in 
the commercial prosperity of this Colony, as indicated by his 
letter to the Chamber, dated 4th November last.” 

Mr. Kahn seconded the resolution, which was put, and carried 
unanimously. 

Mr. Sharp said it might be interesting to some of the members 
to know that the pamphlet which they and others had printed 
had been very widely circulated. He had heard by the last mail 
that no less than 744 copies had been placed in the hands of the 
Chambers of Commerce, and all the members of Parliament. A 
number of copies had alsv been sent to the leading journals, and 
although he had heard at present nothing of it, he hoped to do 
goin a mail or two. The map had been very well executed, and the 
gunboats marked very prominently, and anyone who looked at 
it could at once see that there was no possibility of getting to or 
from Hong Kong without the chance of being overhauled. If 
one in every ten of the total number printed was read, he thought 
the money that had been spent upon them would not have been 
thrown away. 

The Chairman said he had intended to refer to that pamphlet, 
and state that very great credit was due to Mr. Sharp for com- 
piling it; not only was that the opinion of people in this colony, 
but it had been written out to him from home. He thought 
both that Chamber and the community of Houg Kong were very 
much indebted to Mr. Sharp for the trouble he had taken in the 
matter. (Applause.) 

THE CHINESE INSURANCE COMPANY, LIMITED. 

The following is the report of the directors, to be presented 
at the fourth ordinary meeting of shareholders, to be held at the 
office of the General Agents at Hong Kong, March 25th, at three 
o’clock, P.M. 

The net premia taken has amounted to $237,541.18, against 
$259,529.63 in 1873, showing an apparent falling off in the 
business of the company of some $22,000, It is to be remem- 
bered, however, that the premia upon all local risks have been 
subject during the year to a gross return to the assured of 33$ 
per cent., against 10 per cent. during the previous year, and when 
allowance is made for the difference an actual increase in the 
company’s business appears. 

The losses sustained have been severe, and render inadvisable 
at present any appropriation of the balance standing at credit of 
Working Account, which is carried forward, pending adjust- 
ment of outstanding claims. The amount due upon these will, 
however, in all probability, be materially reduced by sums re- 
covered in salvage which cannot yet be accurately ascertained, 
and it is hoped that on settlement of all outstandings a small 
profit upon the year’s working will be the result. The current 
year has opened auspiciously. An average business has been 
done, whilst no material losses have as yet been reported. 

Mr. Henry Lowcock has notified that he has been appointed 
by the trustees of the estate of MacGregor and Co. as agent and 
receiver.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 2nd 
April ; the French mail from Loudon, Feb. 26, arrived out on 
the 30th March. The only matter reported in the Singapore 
papers is the races. 
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At the first day’s races of the Spring Meeting of the Singapore 
Sporting Club there was a numerous attendance, Sir Andrew 
and Lady Clarke honouring the stand with their presence, and 
notwithstanding the unsettled state of the weather and the 
threatening clouds, a large number of ladies ventured out to 
wituess the sport and enliven the scene. The band of the 1-10th 
Regiment was in attendance, and we were glad to observe was 
stationed close to the grand stand, where the music could be 
heard and appreciated by the ladies. The members’ and judges’ 
stands have been shifted since last meeting, and are much more 
conveniently located than formerly, The members have a much 
larger frontage, and a position close to the judges, while the latter 
are only just, within the enclosure, so that the finish of the races 
can be readily seen from all parts of the stand, and even by the 
outsiders. 

The course was, as might have been expected in consequence 
of the continued rains, in a dreadful condition ; instead of yield- 
ing, springy turf, the entire surface consisted of slippery clay, 
that throughout the training, and during yesterday’s race, has 
been most trying to the horses, putting their powers of endurance 
severely to the test, and making strength rather than speed the 
qualification requisite to win.

SHancHal.—On the 12th March the market was thrown into a state 
of ferment by the news that the Tientsin Taoutai, Sun, had imposed, 
or had threatened to impose, an additional squeeze on all goods landed 
within, or passing through the limits of his jurisdiction, and the excite- 
ment increased until the 15th, when the S.S. Yungching arrived with 
counter advices, to the effect that Sun had been misunderstood, and 
that native produce and native manufactures alone were the objects of 
his pressing attentions. Business since the 15th had been of moderate 
extent, establishing no alteration in last mail’s prices. 

ManiLta.—The Piece Goods market had exhibited a little more ac- 
tivity, and a fair amount of business had been transacted at previous 
quotations.

THE MURDER OF MR. MARGARY. 

Mr. Hanbury asked the Under Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs if is true, as stated in a telegram of the 22nd ult. that “ the 
Chinese Government have appointed a person of inferior position as 
Commissioner to investigate”’ the circumstances connected with the 
murder of Mr. Margary; when the despatches of Her Majesty's 
Minister at Peking, in reference to this subject, are expected, and 
whether he will take an early opportunity of laying them on the table 
of the House. 

Mr. Bourke said no confirmation had been received from Mr. Wade 
of the statement contained in the Reuter's telegram that the Chinese 
Government had appointed a person of inferior position to investigate 
the circumstances connected with the murder. Mr. Wade's despatches 
were not expected for four or five weeks ; and when they arrived, if 
they could be produced without injury to the public interests, they 
should be laid on the table without delay.

The widow of Mr. Digby Dent, the officer who was recently 
murdered in the gaol at Singapore, is to receive a larger pension 
than would have been granted under aera y circumstances, 
viz., £120 per annum—that of a Major of Marines killed in 
action. This is just double the pension usually awarded to the 
widows of officers of the rank of Mr. Dent. Mrs, Dent is the 
daughter of Mr. Henry Robertson, who is connected with the 
naval editorship of the Army and Navy Gazette. ; 

The Iron Duke, Captain Arthur, flagship of Rear-Admiral Sir 
C. F. S. Shadwell, Commander-in-Chief on China station, ar- 
rived in Plymouth Sound on 2nd May, from China,f{va Suez 
Canal. She returns after an absence of three years and seven 
months from England. She will discharge her ammunition and 
proceed into Devonport Dockyard to be moored to the Master 
Attendant’s jetty at the dockyard to pay off. 








A tablet has been placed in the crypt of St. Paul’s Cathedral to the 
memory of the late Admiral Sir James Scott, K.C.B., by a few of his 
brother officers and admirers. Admiral Scott was a most distinguished 
officer, having taken part in two general actions, at five sieges, the 
storming of two cities, twenty-seven towns, thirty-two batteries, 
twenty-two forts; also at the capture of one line-of-battle ship, five 
frigates, six sloops, twenty-one gun-boats, 300 merchant vessels, 
several ‘‘ privateers" and “letters of marque.” 


The efficiency of the Iron Duke, late flagship on the China station, 
in gunnery, has already been mentioned. For priza-firing she pro- 
bably stood at the head of the list of the whole fleet during 1874. 
This circumstance has, doubtless, had its effect on the Admiralty, who 
have selected Lieutenant C. C. Drury, the Iron Duke’s first lieutenant 
to replace the senior staff officer of the Cambridge, Lieutenant McNeile, 
who has been promoted to the rank of commander. 


Captain O'Callaghan, late uide-de-camp *to the Governor of Hong 
Kong, who returned home by last mail, has been ordered to join his 
regiment, now on the ‘!old Coast, immediately. The refusal of leave 
of absence to Captain O'Callaghan is one among those inexplicable acts 
of the War-office by which so many valuable officers have been lost to 
the service. 


The medal for long service and good conduct has been awarded to 
Thomas Cooper, sailmaker of the Iron Duke, late flag-ship in China, with 
£15 gratuity.

JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 
COLLISION CASE.—THE “ HINDOSTAN.” 


This was an appeal by the P. and O. Company, as owners of the 
steamship Hindostan, from a decree of the Judge of the High Court of 
Admiralty in two causes of damage promoted against them by Messrs. 
Legal and Chaurelon, of Nantes, the owners of the barque Alcinous. 
The suits arose out of a collision between the two vessels on the morn- 
ing of the 24th of June, 1873, off the east coast of Ceylon, and about 
fifteen miles from land. The Alcinous was a barque of 345 tons, 
manned by a crew of thirteen hands, and was on a voyage from 
the Mauritius to Pondicherry in ballast. The Hindostan is a large 
screw steamship of 3,113 tons register and about 600-horse power, 
and was proceeding from Madras for Point de Galle with a cargo and 
passengers. The weather was fine, but slightly hazy, and both 
vessels had their hghts brightly burning. The barque was making 
seven knots an hour, and the steamer ten knots. About two o'clock 
on the morning in question the watch of the Alcinous observed a white 
light several miles off, and about a point on the port bow. Thinking 
it was a shore light, the captain slightly altered the vessel's course. 
Ten minutes afterwards the three lights on the masts of the Hindostan 
became visible, and the steamer was then approaching at a rapid pace, 
A collision ensued, and the Alcinous sank. The Judge of the Admiralty 
Court, with the concurrence of the Trinity Masters, held that the en- 
gines of the Hindostan ought to have been stopped and reversed 
earlier, and, treating her as solely liable for the collision, condemned 
the company, her owners, in damages and costa. From that judgment 
the present appeal was brought. 

Sir Henry Keating, after succinctly narrating the facts, said their 
Lordships concurred with the Court below in holding that there had 
been no contributory negligence on the part of the Alcinous, and that 
those in charge of the steamer were bound, under the circumstances, to 
have slackened her speed, stopped and reversed her engines, and taken 
other steps to prevent the collision. They would, therefore affirm the 
decision of the Admiralty Court, and dismiss the appeal with costs,

THE GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 

At the last meeting of the Geographical Society the paper read was 
a very able résumé by Mr. Clements Markham of the scanty geographi- 
cal knowledge possessed of the large territory of Thibet, the most pro- 
minent features in which were derived ftom two manuscript accounts 
of travels by Englishmen—Mr. Bogle in 1754, and Mr. Manning in 
1811. Both these descriptions have remained unpublished and un- 
known up to the present date, and have, therefore, almost the freshne s 
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f novelties, and give important details. Thibet is divided into four 
great provinces, and most of the country is at the high elevation of 
from 10,000 to 14,000 feet above the sca. The inhabitants possess 


large flocks and herds, the animals being used as beasts of burden. The 


rocks abound in precious metals. The modes of life and of thought of 


the Thibetians are all derived from India, and the monasteries espe- 
cially point to ideas which have had their origin and have long ab 

in the basin of the Ganges. The discussion was opened by Colonel 
Montgomery, who, in charge of the trigonometrical survey for tho In- 
dian Government, had trained native surveyors and despatched them 
as explorers, the important researches of one of whom, the chief Pun- 
dit, were communicated to the society in 1865. Sir George Campbell, 
formerly Governor of Bengal, gave credit to the statements of the 
French missionaries, and maintained that between them and the in- 
formation gathered from the natives coming to the market of Darjeeling 
@ very fair idea of the trade routes between India and China by way of 
Thibet could be made out. He said that considerable trade existed 
already, and that the objections met with were not prejudices against 
trade, but of a political nature, and that there was only one commer- 
cial obstacle, that imposed by the Chinese protectionists with regard to 
tea. The Darjeeling route, in his estimation, was the best. Consider- 
ing the way in which England had absorbed large kingdoms into her 
India Empire, we could not be surprised that the Thibetians should be 
a@ little timid about their intercourse with us, and be inclined to keep 
us at arm’s length. In their wisdom they avoided sources of quarrel 
with us by returning ’our letters unupened, by which we were pre- 
vented finding fault with the answers. In view of the difficulties of 
our intercourse with China, in other quarters, the utmost ought to be 
done to open the Assam valley. Sir Cecil Becton, also formerly a Go- 
vernor of Bengal, spoke in the same manner, and was followed by Sir 
Rutherford Alcock and Mr. Johnson—one of the survey officers, whose 
explorations have been notable in a high degree, and who is now the 
Governor of Ledoc, in which capacity he has rendered great service 
both to the Government and to Mr. Forsyth and other travellers. The 
president, Sir Henry Rawlinson, announced that the gold medals of 
the Society would be awarded to the two Austrian Arctic explorers at 
the ensuing anniversary meeting, and that the gold medal for the 
Society’s educational examinations had been again gained by an Eton 


scholar. 
THE ASIATIC SOCIETY. 

At the last meeting of the Asiatic Society Sir E. Colebrooke, Bart. 
M.P., in the chair, the Rev. 8. Beal read a paper “On Mount Meru, 
and the Origin of the Homeric Olympus,” the purport of which was 
to show that tho legends connected with Mount Meru, found in the 
Chinese Buddhist books, betrayed a common origin with the Greek 
conception of the Olympus as the abode of their gods. To prove this 
view, Mr. Beal proceeded to compare the nature and attributes of the 
deitics which are represented as occupying the different zones and 
peaks of Mount Meru with those of corresponding Greek deities, viz., 
Sun, Moon, Bacchus, Demeter, Here, Hephaestus, and Athene.—In 
the discussion which followed, Messrs. E. L. Brandreth, F. Pincott, and 
the Chairman took part. The Dean of Lincoln read a paper ‘“ On the 
Ruins of Sigiri,” by his son, Mr. T. H. Blakesley. The rock 
of Sigiri, in the north extremity of the Central Provinces of Cey- 
lon, which rises some 500 feet above the surrounding plain, appears 
in early times to have constituted the citadel of a fortified position, 
surrounded by earthworks and moats, the sides of which were in some 
parts reveted with stone. Two quadrangular areas have been traced out 
by Mr. Blakesley, comprising, together with the rock, a space of about 
600 acres, and defended not only by the walls and moats above men- 
tioned, but. on the castern side, by a large artificial lake, which was 
doubtless also used for the purposes of agricultural irrigation. Ex- 
tensive earthworks (bunds) for the diversion of running water into 
particular channels may be traced in different directions for two or 
three miles. The locality has been for centuries thickly covered with 
jungle, and all that now remains of the lake is a swamp, occupying 
only a portion of its former extent. But there are still to be seen 
paintings on parts of the surface of the great rock of a very remark- 
able character, apparently suggesting the existence of close relations 
between China and Ceylon. Mr. Blakesley ascribes the earthworks 
and some of the bunds at Sigiri to King Kdsyapa, the parricide, who 
lived in the fifth century of our era; and the completion of the water 
arrangements to Pardkrama Bahu, in the middle of the twelfth cen- 
tury. Earlier than either of them, indeed, as early as the first century, 
B.C., are, in his opinion, the walls of cyclopic masonry, still to be seen 
at Mapa-gala--a pair of rocks about half-a-mile south of the rock of 
Sigiri. United with the rocks about the latter, the whole must have 
constituted a military position of almost unparalleled strength, con- 
sidering the appliances of Oriental warfare. 


THE MURDER OF MR. MARGARY. 

Major-General Margary sends to The Times an account of his son’s 
murder, dated near Mandalay, March 11. General Margary reccived it 
on Monday last from a member of the mission. According to it, the 
Burmese Resident at Manwyne reported that “ Mr. Margary entered the 
town on the 19th or 20th February, and during that and the following 
day walked about the place chatting familiarly with the inhabitants. On 
the evening of the 21st some Chinese civilly invited Mr. Margary to 
accumpany them to some hot springs a few miles of, which they wished 
to show him, and while in the act of mounting his pony he was cut 
down from behind, and despatched with their swords and spears. Two 
of his servants were afterwards murdered in the house they had occu- 
pied in the tuwn, and the others on their way to draw water. The cook 
itis said escaped.” General Margary adds :—‘‘ The writer and head 
servant were Christians, There is no doubt in my mind, from what I 
learn, that the Chinese authorities of AMomein instigated the murder 
andattack on the exploring party. Dr. Anderson gives the same ac- 
count, but says Masgary was cut down on the way to the springs, 
when sitting on his pony. Dr. Anderson himself had a narrow escape 
from being killed. ‘ He was ont some distanee fren his servants in 


search of plants and auimals, when he lost his way and got to a hostile : 
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village, where he was surrounded by Kakzens with drawn swords, when 
his dog, which had been behind with his servants, came bounding to 
his master and scared the savages, and then guided him back to the col- 
lectors and servants, who were in hiding, and weeping, thinking they 
would all be killed, and fearing they would never see their master more.’ 
Are the Kakzens the surt of people to set us at naught? The whole 
box and dice of them are a set of cowardly thieves. A regiment of na- 
tive infantry might be sent through Burmah to Manwyne and Momein 
with the King’s consent, if he wished to be friendly, in the event of the 
Chinese Government (who have sent aninferior officer only to investi- 
gate the circumstances) not being prompt in punishing the instigators 
and perpetrators of the attack on Colonel Browne's party and the 
murder of poor Margary in cold blood.” 


THE REV. JOSEPH EDKINS. 

The Daily Review says :—We are sure that if the Senatus of Edin- 
burgh University had known as much of the accomplishments of Mr. 
Joseph Edkins, B.A., of London University, in his true character of a 
Sinologue, as they probably do of Divinity, this able scholar and sug- 
gestive writer would henceforth have LL.D. after his name. But D.D. 
fitly recognises his zeal as a missionary and philanthropist, a characterin 
which, like Livingstone, he doubtless desires to be chiefly known. He is, 
perhaps, second only to Dr. Legge, the unapproachable commentator on 
Confucius and Mencius, as a Chinese scholar. This is high praise, for 
both our Consular service and the American Legation have produced 
men like Alabaster and Williams. But since the days of Dr. Morri- 
son, the first translator of the East India Company in China, 
and first agent of the London Missionary Society there, the mission- 
aries have vindicated their right to stand at the head of all scholars, 
as Judson did in Burmah, Dr. Caldwell docs in Southern, Dr. Wilson in 
Western, and Dr. Wenger in Eastern India. For what motive can be 
80 powerful as that which transformed the cobbler Carey—the desire 
to make the Bible known in all lands and every tongue? But, apart 
from his work in Bible translation and his tracts in Chinese, Mr. 
Edkins is best known by his “China’s Place in Philology,” in 
which he adduces several new and able arguments and facts in 
support of the common origin of language. After first writing 
grammars of two Chinese dialects, and making researches into 
the old form of the Chinese language, Mr. Edkins endeavoured 
in “China’s Place in Philology”’ to mark out the outline of 
a system by which the chasm between human speech in China 
and in Europe may be bridged. Jn the “ Religious Condition of 
the Chinese,” published in 1859, Mr. Edkins gives us a sketch of 
the three religions of the Chinese. Mr. Edkins has attempted to show 
how the Confucian religion is predominantly moral, the Boodhist meta- 
physical, and the Taouist of a grosser and more materialistic type. By 
the ancient tradition of God and His worship by sacrifices, the Chinese 
are prepared fur the Christian doctrine of God. By the Boodhist doc- 
trine of hell and paradise, with the transmigration of souls, the Chinese 
are prepared for the Christian view of immortality. By the utter 
failure of the Boodhist teaching on redemption, the way is open for 
the introduction of the Christian doctrine. The name of this scholar, 
also, will be a valuable addition to the Libro d’Oro of the University of 
Edinburgh. 


THE LOSS OF THE “HONG KONG.” 


The inquiry into the circumstances of the wreck of the steamer 
Tiong Kong in the Gulf of Aden on the 22nd of February last has 
been concluded, at the Greenwich Police-court, before Mr. Patteson, 
magistrate, and Admiral Powell and Captain Hight, nautical assessors. 
Mr. Hamel conducted the inquiry ; Mr. Coryton attending for the 
master of the vessel, Captain Cowley ; and Mr. Woods, solicitor, as re- 
presentative of the relatives of Mrs. Walton and her five children, who 
were, with six of the crew, drowned on the occasion. The loss of the 
vessel was attributed to the striking of the ship on what was alleged 
to be a coral reef, formed between four and five miles from the coast 
of the island of Abd ul Kuri, not recorded in the Admiralty chart 
made in 1847. It was contended that there must have been, at least, 
fifty fathoms of water at the place where the vessel disappeared. 


The following is the judgment of the Court :—“ After a careful con- 
sideration of the whole of the evidence, the Court cannot satisfactorily 
determine whether, as is alleged, the vessel struck on the sunken rock 
more than three miles from the shore, or onthe reef shown on the 
chart, and, under these circumstances, the Court is desirous to give the 
master the benefit of the doubt, and therefore acquit him of any wrong- 
ful default for the loss of the ship. At the same time, the Court must 
observe as to the evils of running and imprudence of going so near to 
land as even four or five miles fur the purpose of correcting chronometers. 
The Court is glad to find that the discipline of the officers and crew was 
most praiseworthy on this trying occasion, and the conduct of the 
master after the ship struck was most exemplary. Bearing in mind 
the importance of the doubts of an undiscovered danger existing in the 
track of a daily increasing traffic, the Court will recommend that 
measures should be taken to ascertain the position of this alleged dan- 
ger, if it exists.” The proceedings then terminated, it being intimated 
that, as the captain’s certificate had been lost in the ship, application 
would have to be made to the Board of Trade for its renewal. 





Tue 174th annual meeting of the Suciety for the Propagation of the

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 
S1r,— Your article on “ The Straits Settlements and Neigh- 
bouring Malay States,” in your last issue, calls for a few obser- 
be which I trust you will allow me to lay before your 


ers. 
It is of the utmost importance that at the commencement of 
the new relations now being established between the British 
Government of the Straits of Malacca and the native States of 
the Malay Peninsula the position of the native rulers should be 
clearly defined and generally understood. One of the first state- 
ments in the article alluded to tends to mislead not only as to 
Sir Andrew Clarke’s conduct, but also as to that of the chiefs ; 
“they were accordingly required,” you say, “to pledge themselves 
to the reception of British Residents to aid them in conducting 
the administration of their respective Governments, and the 
have complied with the demand.” This is not strictly correct. It 
was tout au contraire. The native chiefs, the rulers of Perak 
and Salangore, asked in the first place for the appointment of 
officers to reside in their States, and this demand greatly facili- 
tated the action of the Governor of the Straits. Further on 
bap observe, ‘“ We take it for granted that this system is not to 
confined to the two States of Perak and Salangore, and that 
it is in contemplation to extend it to those on the eastern coast 
of the Peninsula, namely, Pahang, Tringanu, Calantan, and 
Patani ;” but be so kind as to remember that, whereas the first 
rajs were, when Sir Andrew Clarke interfered, in a state of 
utter anarchy and confusion, the same cannot be said of the 
latter four, which, if not well governed, have, at any rate, not 
disturbed the general peace for many years. The Bandaherah of 
Pahang is an independent chief since the disruption of the 
Johore Empire. He has a grievance against the Maharajah of 
Johore, which was not settled as it might and should have been 
in 1868, and consequently he may not be particularly desirous 
to fraternise with the Straits Government ; but if the good feel- 
ing Sir A. Clarke engendered during his visit to that chieftain 
in September last is carefully cultivated by his successor, no 
great difficulty will probably come in the way of a mutually 
profitable understanding. With il riee to Tringanu, Calantan, 
and Patani, we tread upon more delicate ground, for it is un- 
doubted that these countries are, and acknowledge themselves, 
tributary to Siam ; but I have no doubt that the Government 
of the White Elephant would not raise any difficulties should 
we, under the provisions of treaties concurred in by all, exert 
our influence to increase the trade and open up the said pro- 
vinces. The Major King of Siam is—I believe I may say both 
their Majesties are—.anxious to promote the general welfare of 
their subjects, and in no way could they accomplish that end 
more surely and speedily that by encouraging the policy at 
present pursued in Perak and Salangore—~a policy which, under 
present circumstances, they are not likely to carry out them- 
selves. The whole matter hinges on one point ; as you very pro- 
perly observe, “‘ Much will, of course, depend upon the spirit 
in which the system may be followed out, and on the manage- 
ment brought to bear upon the native authorities by the officers 
accredited to them. There can be little doubt that the duties 
devolving on these officers will be of a somewhat delicate and 
difficult nature.” But the Malay Rajahs, though proud and gus- 
Picious at first, know how to appreciate honesty of purpose and 
straightforwardness, “and none are more easy to deal with 
when once you have won thew confidence.”—Y ours, &o., A.

HOLLAND. 
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(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


AMSTERDAM, APRIL 28. 

Some days ago the annual report of the Steamship Company Neder. 
land was"published. For the year 1874 a dividend will be paid to the 
shareholders of 5 per cent. The report states that eight voyages were 
made by the company’s vessels and one by a chartered steamer, 1,919 
outward and 1,031 homeward passengers being carried during the year, 
The insurance premiums being very high, the company will partly un- 
dertake its own risks. Every voyage of the company’s own steamers has 
given a favourable return. The total profit was f. 558,068, and the ex- 
penses amounted to f.327,961—leaving a favourable balance of 
f. 230,104. Of this amount asum of f. 47,419 is carried to the insurance 
fund, and the remainder is absorbed by the dividend. Durin 
the years 1871-74 a sum of f. 478,688 has been written off thc original 
cost of the steamers. The report further states that the contract with 
the Government has not been renewed, and it is regretted that the 
company is not better supported. Negotiations are still going on for a 
mail-service. The annual report of the Steamship Company Ja-'v ia 
also published. It states that the number of voyages outward and 
homeward was twenty-one, and that 16,325 tons of merchandise were 
transported to Java, and 25,964 tons from that country. The number 
of passengers to Java was 821, from Java 669. The financial results 
were satisfactory. The expenditure was higher than during former 
years, mainly because the insurance preiniums were raised from 2? to 
84 per cent. Tho net profit has been f, 224,020, out of which the 
cost price of the steamers had been reduced by f. 52,612, whilst a divi- 
dend of 6 per cent. would be paid to the shareholders. Still another 
report published is that of the Rotterdam Bank, announcing a dividend 
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of 8 per cent. This rather unsatisfactory result is especially due to the 
mal-aise which prevailed during 1874. The Bank, however, is in the 
healthiest condition, and its business is still increasing. The engage- 
ments with Java are nearly all liquidated. 


As you have already stated by telegram, a Bill has been laid before 
the Chamber to provide us with a gold coinage. This measure is in 
some degree a political rE es It. gives to the supporters of the 
golden standard gold, and to those of the silver standard silver ; with- 
out, however, decreeing a double standard. By these means the 
Minister hopes to avoid both,Scylla and Charybdis; to content the ador- 
ateurs of gold, and at the same time not disappoint the lovers of silver. 
Whether this project will be successful is still an open question. This 
policy of hesitation has also its difficulties. It is very curious that not 
one word is said, either in the Bill or in the Memorandum about Java. 
It looks as if there was no relation at all between our system of coinage 
and that of the colony. It is very doubtful whether the Minister will 
succeed to engage the Chamber to join the Latin Union. The Govern- 
ment says that this is not the intention, but if we are to have golden 
coins of a value of f.25, than it is a fact that we join the Union. 


Mr. Van Daalen, editor of the Java Bode, publishes in the Dagblad a 
letter, which is the fifth and last part of his article upon the dismissal 
of Governor-General Loudon. It was not permitted to him to insert it 
in his own paper, the language being too strong forthe Bode. The 
article gives the history of the beginning of the war with Atchin, 
the chronique scandaleuse of the last few years. It is such a mixture 
of fact and romance that I dare not translate it, even if you could 
afford me the space for its insertion. Another letter, addressed from 
Batavia to the Arnhemsche Courant, has created some sensation. It is 
an attack upon Colonel Pel, the Commander-in-Chief of the Atchin 
expedition, who, according to the author, is too much praised. He 
demonstrates that be has done next to nothing. In several papers 
vigorous protests are made against this letter. 

The second section report about the Academical Instruction Bill has 
at last been issued, but it is not definitive. There is a mass of almost 
insurmountable difficulties. Before the Minister has replicd, the Mem- 
bers will be again in recess. There seems not the least chance that 
Mr. Heemskerk will lay before the Second Chamber a Bill to alter our 
Lower Class Instruction Bill. It ia said that several members have de- 
clared themselves against Dr. Kuyper’s restitution-system, which is 
stigmatised as an election mancuvre to reinforce the clerical element 
in the Chamber. 


Yesterday’s Staats Courant surprised us with the news that the 
Minister of the War Department, General Weitzel, had resigned, and 
that he is replaced by Mr. H. J. Enderlein, Colonel of the Corps of 
Engineers, and commander of the new waterline of defence. Mr. 
Weitzel is at the same time promoted to the rank of lieutenant-general. 
The new Minister is wholly unknown in the political world, and nobody 
knows what services he will be able to render his party in the Parlia- 
mentary struggle. 

The directors and commissaries of the Dutch Trading Company have 
laid before the King a list of candidates for the appointment of a direc- 
tor in the place of Mr. A. van Bosse. At the head of this list is Jhr. P. 
Hartsen, President of the Chamber of Commerce in this town. The 
other candidates are Messrs. A. de Haan Arn and C. Roosmale Nepveu. 

Mr. L. Serrurier, a law student’ of Leyden, has been appointed by 
the Government to translate the Japanese Dictionary of Professor Hoff- 
mann. This book will be printed by Mr. F. I. Brill, at Leyden, both 
in the Dutch and English languages. 

Amongst the passengers on board the steamer Colebes, from Nieuwe 
Diep, is Mr. Holterman, from Schoorl, who is appointed professor at 
the Medical School at Kanagawa, 

On behalf of the victims of the last inyndations in Java an amount 
of f.14,056.97 har been collected. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 


Transactions in the market for Colonial Producc have again been 
very limited, and only for actual wants. Prices, however, are well 
maintained. 

Cor¥rerE.—This article has met with a good demand, and a fair buai- 
ness has been done. 

Sucar has remained unaltered. There is a steady demand at f.1} to 
f.2 under November prices. The measure taken by the American Go- 
vernment has made a very bad impression here. 

Ricz.—7,700 bales Java were sold at f.6g. No other transactions 
are reported. 

Tga.—-The market has been firm. Onthe 4th prox. will be brought 
under the hammer 8,343 chests Java, and on the 21st 5,400 chests. 

Spicks.—Rather dull; some small parcels have found buyers, but 
there is no speculative demand. 

Java Tosacco.—Enormous quantities have been sold by publia 
tender at prices which, it is stated, were satisfactory. The stock 
amounts to 16,841 bales. 

Corron has been rather dull, and transactions have been of no im- 
portance. 

JaPaN CAMPHOR is nominally quoted 50c. 

InpIco.—Several transactions are reported, and the prices paid were 
most satisfactory. 

TIN is extremely dull. Banca is quoted f.514 ‘to f.51, Billiton f.48, 
and even at these prices there are no buyers. 

ArRrRack has met with good demand ; 100/1, 100/2 casks Batavia ex 
Maria Elize, 164/1 and 22/2 ditto ex J. P. Wheeler, 100/1 and 45/1 
ditto ex Navigator were sold.

SALANGORE AND PERAK. | 

‘ THE last mail brought two important items from Singa- 
pore—the report on Salangore, by Mr. F. A. SWETTENHAM, 
late Acting Resident, and the account of the first sale of 
the Revenue farms of Perak. The first is an important 
document, as it shows how entirely the peace of the 
country depends on the constant presence of a Government 
officer on the spot, “surrounded as the Sultan has been, 
‘and would again be, were he left to himself, by unscrupu- 
‘lous chiefs, who would not only tacitly oppose him, but 
“ by open threats would prevent him from making good 
“his promises.” “I think,” Mr. SWETTENHAM observes, 
“‘ the presence of an English officer at Langat is agreeable 
“ to all, except the very worst characters, the followers of 
‘‘ one or two Rajahs, and-perhaps even these Rajahs them- 
‘“‘ selves, who have hitherto lived by plunder alone, and 
‘“‘ who, of course, look with no favouring eye upon the 
‘“‘ advent of one whose presence (simply as an officer of the 
‘‘ Government) puts an end to their former means of liveli- 
‘hood, whom they fear openly to resist, and against 
‘‘whom they can neither enlist the sympathies of the 
“Sultan, the other chiefs, nor even a majority of the 
‘‘ ryots, who now find in the hitherto unexperienced bless- 
‘“‘ing of even partial order a safety to their lives and pro- 
‘“‘ perty which they have never before experienced.” 

This beneficial result of the policy inaugurated by Sir 
ANDREW CLARKE, a result obtained in about four months, 
cannot but be gratifying to all interested, and we trust 
nothing will occur to disturb the present improved state 
of affairs in Salangore. The Sultan, who has never till 
now known “ what it is to live free from fear and anxiety,” 
seems ‘sincere in his friendship,” and anxious to improve 
the country, and protect, in as far as in him lies, “both 
his own subjects and foreigners,” but it will still require 
great tact, much patience, and considerable firmness to 
control the piratical element, and to induce the barbarous 
chiefs to cultivate the arts of peace and abandon for ever 
their easy freebooting life. 

We now come to the second item. It appears that 
the Resident at Perak had disposed of the Revenue 
farms of Perak and Laroot for a sum of $101,400 
a year* for a period of three years, but “the Go- 
“‘vernment not only disapprove of the terms, but dis- 
‘“avow the right of the Resident to settle the matter 
‘on his own responsibility.” We must say that we think 
the sale rather precipitate. The revenues under the 
various heads are certainly likely to increase rapidly as 
the country is opened up, and a long lease would merely 
serve to enrich the farmers at the expense of the country, 
which is not desirable, especially as every cent of the re- 
venue will for years be required to open up the interior, 
and to meet the cost of necessary and suitable establish- 
ments. <A year and a half is, in our opinion, a sufficient 
length of lease at this early stage, and would probably be 
willingly accepted by the farmers. But, and here is the 
reverse of the medal, in all these proceedings, whether at 
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Salangore or Perak, we see no allusion made to the chiefs 
who are supposed to assist the Sultan to govern the 

country, and whose deliberations should be watched over 

by the Resident, who should advise and admonish, and 
assist them. Is not this a mistake? Is it carrying eut the 
principles of RAFFLES, which have proved so sucessful 

under Brooke? ‘Through the natives and by the 

natives” should the government of the country be adazin- 

istered. The superior intelligence and experience of the 

European should direct their consultations, and mould into 

proper form the crude ideas of the uneducated Malay. 

We do not for a moment suppose that it is ultimately in- 

tended to involve the nation in a policy of annexation, or: 

that it is sought to do more than to establish peace and 

order where piracy and anarchy had so long flourished un- 

checked. Let us hope, therefore, in future to hear more of 

the Council of Chiefs and less of the Resident ; more of 
the influence obtained by friendly advice, and of the con- 

fidence placed in the honesty of purpose and love of jus- 

tice of the British officer ; and well as the work has un- 

doubtedly been begun, the end will redound a thousand 

times more to the honour of England, and to the good re- 

pute of those who are entrusted with the task of carrying 

out the great and important scheme of Malayan regenera- 

tion, the favourite scheme of RAFFLES. 





SIX MONTHS’ USANCE. 

A SUBJECT of great commercial interest was discussed 
at the recent meeting of the Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia and China, of which an abstract report was givem 
in our last issue, namely, the question of the usance upom 
bills drawn against shipments from China. The matter 
was brought forward by Mr. Morrison, and, although some 
impatience was not unjustifiably shown at his remarks as 
being to some extent extraneous to the object of the meet- 
ing, the observations made are worthy of careful considera- 
tion, and we trust may be of use in bringing about a more 
consistent and more satisfactory state of affairs with r 
to the length of time at which bills in China should be 
drawn. To the fact that a large number of bills continue 
to be drawn upon the old-fashioned usance of six months 
Mr. MorRISON attributed much of the commercial disaster 
which has of late years been deplored, and after expressing 
a hope that it would not be long before this usance became 
a thing of the past, he concluded by proposing, as a rider 
to the report, a resolution to the effect that it was the 
opinion of the meeting that a shortening of the usance of 
bills would be beneficial to trade generally and to the 
interests of sound banking. This resolution was not 
passed, but the Chairman, in laying it before the meeting, 
said there was no difference of opinion on the subject, but 
he did not see the benefit of any abstract resolution, which, 
on the contrary, might have a very prejudicial effect, 
adding that the directors had done in their power to 
promote the shortening of the usance, but they could not 
do impossibilities. O89 the correctness and soundness of 
this view few, we think, will have any doubt. Mr. Mor- 
RISON was right to avail himself of the meeting to express 
some opinion upon the subject, which was germane to 
banking business generally, but he went further than was 
justifiable in expecting that the meeting in its collective 
capacity should express a strong view upon the point. 
This course could be of little use in bringing about an alte- 
ration of the usance, but might be of much practical in- 
convenience to the bank, and, in point of fact, have the 
effect of very unduly hampering the directors in the con- 
duct of its business. | 

It is satisfactory, however, that attention has again been 
called to this subject. As Mr. PATERSON observed at the 
meeting, opinion upon it is unanimous, and it is, there- 
fore, necessary to recapitulate but briefly the main prin- 

ciples which affect the point at issue. The general prin- 
ciple which should regulate usance on bills drawn against 
shipments is obvious. The time should be such as will 
in the ordinary course of business allow the goods against 
which the draft is drawn to arrive at their market and be 
there disposed of, the proceeds thus placing the consignee 
of the goods in funds to meet the bill which he has ac- 


cepted against them. In theold days of the China trade, 


when it took over four months for the shipments to arrive, 
a six months’ usance was not excessive; but the great 
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shortening 
goods are upon the water, now that they are shipped 
via Suez Canal, has completely altered the condi- 
tions of the trade, and hence the long usance of six 
months is quite unnecessary. Mr. Morrison fairly re- 
presented their views in stating at the meeting that the 
accommodation thus given had been the cause of a great 
deal of the disaster which has taken place. Those who 
are interested in the continuance of the present state of 
things are not the merchants who are conducting a 
sound and legitimate trade, with sufficient means to meet 
the contingencies which from time to time arise, but men 
of small capital, who have every temptation to carry 
things on to the last, and who are able, when difficulties 
arise, to keep themselves going much longer, and conse- 
uently much more to the detriment of their creditors, 
olan they would be if they were pulled up in time by the 
bills against shipments coming due. 

The interests of trade are therefore concerned in the 
abolition in toto of the old system of six months’ usance ; 
but it is obvious that the resolution of an individual bank 
meeting can do little in the matter. Upon this ground, 
as well as others more immediately affecting themselves, 
the meeting of shareholders in the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia, and China did well to refrain from ex- 
pressing any opinion. What is wanted is a definite under- 
standing between the banks and the leading merchants to 
discountenance and put an absolute stop to the system. 
So long as the large influential houses adhere to the six 
months’ usance, the banks cannot, in their own interest, 
refuse to do business in billsso drawn. We feel confident, 
however, that the day is not far off when the custom will 
be abolished, and the time will be reduced to three months’ 
sight. 


THE CHINA “CUSTOMS GAZETTE.” 

IN a recent issue we commented favourably upon the 
“Foreign Customs Trade Reports in China,” as issued by 
the Statistical Department at Shanghai, for the year ended 
Dec. 31, 1873. We are now in receipt of the Customs 
Gazette, containing the quarterly returns of trade at the 
treaty ports for October, November, and December, 1874. 
As in the former instance, these returns reflect much credit 
on the diligence of the Customs Commissioners, and bear 
out similar commendations .on the care bestowed on the 
typography and tabular matter comprised within this 
quarto volume of 100 pages. In enumerating the principal 
articles of import and export from “Foreign Countries 
and Chinese Ports,” there are four columns for compara- 
tive statistics, with the same period of the three preceding 

ears, but there are no totals for the whole of any year. 

ow, with all due deference to the judgment of the com- 
pilers, and the exigencies of the Statistical and Printing 
Departments, would it not be an improvement to omit the 
two first columns and substitute two others of the yearly 
totals, for the year just terminated and its predecessor, 
thus showing both the quarterly and annual returns every 
three months? Of course, the latter will 2} gud in the 
general reports of the commissioners ; but if we are to 
judge of the date of the publication for 1873, this was 
more than twelve months after the close of the returns ; 
whereas by adopting our suggestion—which is that fol- 
lowed by most European statistical departments—the 
annual returns of one year might be issued during the 
first quarter of that following. As it is, however, the 
tables are valuable to the merchants, especially if they 
have the Customs Gazette for the three previous quarters. 
As usual, the treaty ports are treated geographically, com- 
mencing with Newchwang and ending with Canton. At 
the former port there was a revival in the import of grey 
shirtings, the number of pieces being doubled (16,550) 
over the corresponding quarter in the previous year. On 
the other hand, the quantity of opium imported (550 piculs) 
was little more than one half; from which we infer that the 
native-grown article is gradually superseding the foreign 
drug. At Tientsin it was about on a par with the previous 
return ; while there was a falling off in cotton goods of 
nearly one half. Chefoo also shows a decline in that class 
of imports, while opium remains steady. The same may 
be said of Hankow and Chinkiang, while Kiukiang varied 
but little in either items. Shanghai closed the last quarter 
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pieces grey shirtings, against 
910, 918 pieces in 1873 ; and opium showed an increase, 
being 13,802 chests, and 9,796 respectively. In the table 
showing the foreign imports sent into the interior under 
“Transit Passes,” the falling off from 1871-74 inclusive is 
very marked, illustrating the complete failure of carrying 
out the clauses relating to “Internal Transit,” in’ the 
Treaty of Tientsin, through the unjust exactions of the 
officials at the inland barrier customs. There is nothing 
calling for special notice from the intervening ports to the 
report from Canton ; all of which exhibit more or less a 
decline in their foreign external trade during the fourth 
quarter of the past, as compared with that of the previous 
year, and it wasconsidered dull. This being the case, of 
course the revenue returns are not so favourable Accord- 
ing to “ Part II.—Report of Dues and Duties,” the four- 
teen Customs receipts at the treaty ports amounted to 
Tis. 2,835,163, of which Shanghai contributed 828,636 
Foochow 474,249, and Canton 264,798 Haikwan taels. 

This notice of the Imperial Maritime Chinese Cus. 
toms Gazette would be incomplete if we overlooked “ Part 
IiI.—Fines and Confiscations.” Herein are recorded 
the smuggling offences, with the names of the smugglers, 
their vessels, and those of the seizing officers, together 
with a description of the contraband goods, their value, 
and the sums paid to the former. First on the list is the 
precis from Newchwang, where two items are entered in 
November of Korean Ginseng, valued at Tls. 368, and Na- 
tive Ginseng Tls. 530, both of which were confiscated, and 
Tls. 89 paid to the seizing officer. The articles attempted 
to be smuggled vary according to the trade of the port, 
and few other entries occur ot Ginseng, although they are 
mostly products of value and portable merchandise, such 
as opium and silk. Among the former article is the con- 
fiscation of some Szechuen opium at Hankow, sold for 
Tis. 280, showing that the native-grown drug is subject to 
a duty sufficiently high to encourage smuggling. In almost 
all cases the offenders are Chinese, most of theis names being 
recorded, excepting where the delinquent is designated 
a “Chinese Passenger,” or “unknown,” when the smuggler 
has made his escape. A few natives are. entered as effect- 
ing seizures, but the names of the foreign Customs’ officers 
fill nearly all these columns, and the rewards in some cases 
add considerably to their regular pay. The total number 
of offences recorded is 336, to which Canton contributes 
no less than 136 ; which, being committed within ninety- 
two days, gives an approximate average of three offences 
every two days. But, asa rule, the sums realised from the 
fines and confiscations are of trifling amount, the total 
being Tls. 2,848, or about two taels a seizure. On the 
other hand, there are only twenty-three cases recorded 
against Shanghai, but the amount realised was Tls. 2,121, 
or an average of Tls. 92, one alone amounting to Tls. 632, 
being silk piece-goods concealed in passenger's baggage, the 
smuggler’s name unknown. 





A TELEGRAM from Shanghai announces that Chief Jus- 
tice HORNBY has decided against the legality of the custom, 
for so many years in force, that the first shippers of tea in 
a vessel put on the loading berth are entitled to any re- 
duction made on the freight established at the commence- 
ment of loading. This has always been a touchy question, 
and has been ruled and guided by motives of mercantile 
honour ; but occasionally shipowners disregard this, and 
stand on the bill of lading, ignoring any agreements 
made by their agents. We have no particulars of the case, 
but we presume that the shippers (claimants) did not bring 
into Court any written agreement entitling them to the re- 
duction, but simply pleaded the custom ; hence the judge 
could have no alternative but to decide against the claim. 


UNDER our Tientsin intelligence by the present mail 
will be found an account of the stoppage of trade at that 
port, which it appears was occasioned by a proclamation of 
the local authorities having reference to the payment of 
Customs duties by native importers being erroneously sup- 
posed to refer to goods imported by foreigners.

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The Journal of the Royal Geographical. Society. Vol. XLIV. 
1874. Edited by the Assistant Secretary. London : John 
Murray. 1875. 

The component parts of this volume are of a very dissimilar 
nature, and differ materially in interest to the general reader. 
The first two hundred pages are occupied with the report of the 
Council and the accounts of the Society, the list of Fellows, &c., 
the names of persons to whom the Royal Premiums, &c., have been 
awarded (a list in which, had he only lived, we should have 
hoped to have seen Mr. Margary’s name enrolled), and an ex- 
haustive anniversary address by Sir Bartle Frere. The Royal 
Geographical Society has only been in existence since 1830, and 
the number of its Fellows now reaches the large total of 2,893, 
amongst whom we recognise many familiar names connected 
with China, Japan, and the Far East generally. As we are aware 
that the Society naturally lays particular stress on extreme ac- 
curacy in all its proceedings and records, we must own to some 
surprise at meeting with several very careless errors of descrip- 
tion in the list of Fellows; Mr. Wade, for instance, is still 
“H.B.M.’s Secretary of Legation, Peking.” 

The second portion of the volume occupies upwards of three 
hundred pages, and contains the text of the eixhteen papers 
read, or partially read, before the Society during its session. 
The first three papers relate to New Guinea, and include one by 
Captain Moresby, R.N., giving an account of the recent dis- 
coveries at its eastern end. There are also three papers on 
China and Japan, the first being Dr. S. W. Lushell’s 
“Notes of a Journey outside the Great Wall of China.” 
Dr. Bushell, it will be remembered, made a most interest- 
ing excursion from Peking to Dolonnor and the ruins of 
the city of Shang-tu, the ancient northern capital of the 
Yiian dynasty, described in such glowing terms by Mareo 
Polo ; after which he proceeded eastwards to the Imperial hunt- 
ing-grounds and Jechol (Cheng-te fu). On leaving Peking Dr. 
Bushell struck north-west to Kalgan (Chang-chia-kou), and after 
going a short distance on what may be called the Kiachta-road, 
he took a north-easterly direction to Dolonnor, returning to Pe- 
king by Ku-pei-kou, the pass by which the Emperor reaches 


his Mongolian residence. Dr. Bushell is a very observant | first fasciculus alone from 577 pages to 176. 


traveller, a fact which adds additional interest to his paper, and 
for the accuracy of a considerable portion of his descriptions we 
can personally vouch, having been over part of the same ground 
ourselves some years previously. He is very careful to give the 
names of towns, &c., in an intelligible manner ; but careful as he 
is, he falls into a few errors ; ¢.g., he speaks of “the Nan-kou 
pass,” an expression which appears rather strange when we 
consider that the characters “ Nan-kou” mean of themselves 
‘Southern Pass.” The route map of the journey is a very good 
one, and we recommend all who contemplate a similar trip to 
avail themselves of it. It is based on the old Jesuit survey, and 
filed in from more recent Chinese sources. Next in order we 
come to “ Notices of Southern Mangi,” by Mr. George Phillips, 
of H.M.’s Consular Service, a paper in which the writer en- 
deavours to correct errors of identification by other scholars of 
certain cities which Marco Polo passed through on the way to 
his port of embarkation, Zayton. Mr. Phillips’ observations are 
entitled to great consideration “from the fact of his having per- 
sonally gone over the greater part of the ground described by 
our great medizval traveller, und also from the fact of having for 
a long time be made the history of the localities in question his 
especial study.” To Mr. Phillips’ paper are appended some re- 
marks by Colonel Henry Yule, C.B., the most recent editor of 
Marco Polo’s travels, who combats Mr. Phillips’: views, except 
in one particular, and, in fact, writes in a somewhat unusual 
manner, after the courteous way in which his own labours had 
been alluded to in the original paper. The Rev. Dr. Carstairs 
Douglas, of Amoy, follows Colonel Yule with some “ Notes on 
the Identity of Zayton,” in which, as the latter gentleman ob- 
serves, he ably supports the substance of Mr. Phillips’ views. 
Two sketches of the south-eastern coast of China accompany this 
paper, the one taken from Admiralty charts, &c., and the other, 
a curious old one, from Sir Robert Dudley’s Arcano del Mare, 
vol. IT., 1647. The third paper to which we have alluded is 
entitled “ Notes of a Journey in the Island of Yezo in 1873, and 
on the Progress of Geography in Japan,” by Mr. R. G. Watson, 
formerly H.M.’s chargé d'affaires at Yedo. ‘The route which 
Mr. Watson passed over had been previously described in a 
paper which Captain Blakiston had laid before the Geographical 
Society in 1872, and the former gentleman, therefore, mainly 
confines his remarks to the changes which have occurred in the 
island and the discoveries which have been made there since the 
date of Captaiu Blakiston’s journey. Mr. Watson is of opinion 
that the interior of Japan will not long remain a region into 
which foreigners are forbidden to enter, and we conclude that 
he is hopeful of its being ere long thrown open unreservedly and 
without restriction, In concluding his paper, he states that he 
entertains no apprehcusion whatsoever regarding the stability of 
the present order of things in Japan.“ However rapid,” he 
says, “may have been the progress onward, that progress has 
been continuous . . . . and popular sentiment seems to go hand- 
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in-hand with the progressive statesmen of the country.”—Be- 
sides the papers to which we have more especially drawn atten- 
tion, the others which are published, relate chiefly to Africa, 
Persia, Peru, &c., and the names of their authors are a sufficient 
guarantee that they will well repay perusal. In conclusion, we 
would remark that, although this volume is well printed and 
neatly got up, still the price (twenty shillings) at which it is 
offered to the general public is far too high, and cannot fail to 
restrict its circulation very materially. 





In the number of Triibner’s American and Oriental Literary 
Record, which has just been published, we find the following 
paravraph headed “ Camoensiana :°— Camoens and the litera- 
ture called forth by the “ Lusiad” and other writings of the 
great epic poet form the basis of a most interesting collection of 
publications now on view at Messrs. Triibner and Co.’s, under the 
head of Cumoensiana, and consisting of some 400 volumes. 
Among the more precious gems in the collection are the two 
works of the poet which were issued just previous to his death— 


the first edition of the “ Rhythmas,” printed at Lisbon in 1595, 


and the “ Lusiadas” of 1597. There is also a copy of the rare 
Lisbon edition of 1609, unknown to Souza-Botelho, Brunet, and 
Graesse. A little volume in 64mo., the Lisbon edition of the 
“ Lusiadas ” of 1651, is, perhaps, all but unique. Its existence 
is doubted by Silva, the eminent bibliographer, and it was un- 
known to Brunet and Graesse ; nor was it in the collections of 
Sir Thomas Norton or Mr. Adamson. But the collection has 
many other books of nearly equal rarity—the first Latin trans- 
lation, by Bishop Thomas de Faria, of 1622; the first Italian 
version, by Antonio Paggi, of 1658, both printed at Lisbon, and 
the latter unknown to Brunet, among the number. There is 
also a beautiful copy of Souza-Botelho’s splendid folio edition of 
the “ Lusiadas,” printed at Paris in 1817, presented by the 
editor to the late Lord Cowley, when Ambas<ador at Madrid. 
The vast materials towards a thesaurus of the Malay language, 
collected by the late Mr. Hf. Von Denvall, have been entrusted 
to Dr. H. N. Van der Zunk, who has just brought out the first 
part, comprising the letter A. In his hands the plan of the work 
is undergoing considerable modification. By carefully avoiding 
all useless repetitions, such as are caused by the various ways in 
which Malay words are spelled, he has reduced the bulk of the

hope to see this work, which reflects credit on the enlightened 
liberality of the Dutch Colonial-office, accomplished in our life- 
time, which it would be vain to have expected had the original 
plan been adhered to. 


SINGAPORE GAS COMPANY (LIMITED). 


The annual general meeting of this Company was held at the London 
Tavern on Tuesday, April 27, at one o'clock; Mr. H. P. STEPHENSON 
in the chair. 

The SECRETARY read the notice convening the meeting. 

It was moved by the CHaIRMAN, seconded by Mr. F. W. CoLtarp, and 
carried unanimously —“ That the report, with the balance-sheet attached 
thereto, be received and adopted, and entered on the minutes.” The 
Chairman remarked, on the present occasion the directors meet the 
sharcholders to recommend for their adoption the declaration of a 
dividend at the rate of 74 per cent. per annum on the ordinary and 
preference shares. The half-year has been noted for a low rate 
of exchange, causing on the sums remitted from Singapore to En 
land a heavy loss of exchange. The cost of coal has been high 
on account of the low rate of exchange. During the present half 
year we aro in hopes that the cost of coal will be less. No revenue es 
yet has been derived from the extensions mentioned by Mr. Wells in 
his report ; it will come in during this half-year. I should like to see 
the profits to be such that we could always declare a constant dividend 
at the rate of 74 per cent. per annum, with such certainty as this might 
almost bo equal to Consols, and I think the shareholders would be 
satisfied if such was the case. Turning to the balance-sheet, and com- 
paring it with the half-year .ending June 30th, 1874, on the debit side 
you will find that capital has been increased £4,240 from calls nade on 
shares allotted in England, and also from shares allotted at Singapore. 
The directors think it desirable to allot shares at Singapore in the in- 
teresta of the Company. Debenture bonds have decreased £800. 
Sundry creditors have decreased £285. On the credit side of the 
balance-sheet cash at bankers and bills receivable have increased £3,558; 
a portion of this sum will be required to pay for extensions. Cost of 
works and plant has increased £986 on account of extensions. You 
will observe that the directors have only been able to write off 4 per 
cent. per annum for depreciation in licu of the usual 1 per cent. per 
annum. This will have to be borne in mind when we have a more 
profitable half-year. Retort account has increased £357 on account of 
new benches of retorts. Turning to the profit and loas account on-the 
debtor side coal carbonised has increased £122, but against this we 
have an increase of £250 in gas and meter rental. The other items 
remain much about the same, except loss on exchange, which is £226 
more. With these remarks I move “That a dividend be declared to 
the preference and ordinary shareholders at the rate of 74 per cent. per 
annum, less incuine-tax in both cases, on amounts paid up on their 
shares from the respective dates of payment to Dec. 31, 1874, such 
dividend to become payable on May 20 next.” Seconded by Mr. FL W. 
Collard, and carried unanimously. 

The retiring directors, Messrs. William Henry Le Feuvre and Robert 
Stannard Foreiman, and the retiring auditors, Messrs. William Thomas 
Morrison and Alfred Williaras, were re-elected. 

The thanks of the shareholders were given to Mr. E. J. Wells, their 
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manager at Singapore, for his energetic and careful management of the 
Company. 

The thanks of the meeting were given to the chairman and directors 
and Local Committee at Singapore, for the manner in which the Com- 
pany’s business was conducted. 


Monetary and Commercial. 


Since the failure of Messrs. Augustine Heard and Co. there has 
been great uneasiness as to China firms, one large firm, chiefly 
in the Indian trade, being prominent. We learn that Mr. John 
Dent closes up his firm at Shanghai next month, but all liabili- 
ties are provided for. 

During the week ended the 24th ult. the deliveries of tea 
fromthe bonded warehouses in London amounted to 4,280,005 Ib., 
of which 2,662,773 lb. were taken for home consumption, 
768,476 lb. were removed coastwise, 732,282 lb. were exported, 
113,566 lb. were sent coastwise for shipment, and 2,908 lb. were 
for ship’s stores. The duty received was £66,569, being 8} per 
cent. in excess of the preceding week. 

It has been notified that Messrs. Geo. Crawshaw and Co., of 
Fenchurch-street, have been appointed to succeed Messrs, Fearon 
and Co. as agents in London for the China Traders’ Insurance 
Company. ; 

The deccons of the London and Westminster Bank have 
elected the Right Hon. Edward Pleydell Bouverie and Mr. Otto 
August Benecke, of the firm of Messrs. Benecke, Souchay, and 
Co., to fill the vacanvies created by the death of the late Mr. L. 
W. Dent and the resignation of Mr. J. P. Gassiot. 

At the annual meeting of the Singapore Gas Company (Limi- 
ted) the directors’ report, which showed an available balance of 
£1,990, and recommended the payment of a dividend at the rate 
of 74 per cent. per annum, less income-tax, was adopted. 

In the absence for the time of any available supply of gold, 
the German demand is withdrawn ; but it is anticipated that 
the Chinese and Japanese coin expected at the beginning of next 
month, per Malwa, may be absorbed for that destination ; also 
a portion of the New York shipments of last week. The entire 
cessation of the demand for India has had the effect of depres: 
sing the Market for Bar Silver considerably, and, for the last 
two or three days, it has been almost impossible to sell Fine Bars. 
Mexican Dollars of about £120,000 value have come to hand, 
and will be on the Market shortly.

Foochow Capers 
show no improvement. Orange Pekoes: Common kinds are difficult 
of sale; fair to good have also been in little demand. Green Teas.— 
There has been no change of importance to notice. The quantity of- 
fered at public sale and privately has been in excess of the wants of the 
trade, and they sell without spirit, but there is no quotable alteration 
to notice except, perhaps, in fine Hysons, which are selling with diffi- 
culty at a decline of 1d. to 2d. per lb. 

Messrs. Goddard and Co.'s Circular says :—We have little change to 
note in market value. Both black and red leaf Congous at and under 
11d. are very dull of sale, but the medium and fine qualities are in 
moderate request and maintain their value; in fine little has been done. 
The total excess in shipments from China is 204 million pounds, and 
froin India 3} million pounds ; still our stocks and known supplies are 
only 1,560,000 lbs. over last year, showing a very large and satisfactory 
delivery, but even these stocks, although much reduced from former 
years, would seem to be large for the requirements of the Trade, as in 
almost every instance prices are under those of last year. Qrcen Teas 
are still offered at auction. Prices are more steady, excepting for 
Young Hysons, which are cheaper; they would almost seem to have 
reached their Jowest. Indian sorts show a slight reaction. 

(rreen Teu.—The market has not been so depressed as during the 
past week since season 1856-7. Not only are supplies largely in excess 
of the decreasing consumption, but the stock in China acts detrimentally 
on this market. It is admitted that buying at present prices is a good 
business ; the fear of yet lower rates deters operators. The advices 
from New York could not be more gloomy as regards China tea, and 
it would seem that Japan leaf has firmly established its preference. 


SILK. 

The market has undergone little or no change during the week, 
China and Cantons have been in moderate request at former rates. 
Bengals are still neglected. Japan Silk has attracted rather more at- 
tention, and some transactions have taken place at slightly improved 
prices. Deliveries 1st to 28th inclusive :—China, 8,182 bales ; Canton, 
566 ; Japan, 510; total, 4,258 bales.

CASUALTIES. 

The Hans, which arrived at New York April 10, from Hong Kong, re- 
ports having lost jibboom and foretopmast in a heavy sea on April 4. 

The Mary, at New York, April 13, from Probolingo, reports, Jan. 18, 
lat. 26.29 S., long. 69.05 E., had a violent hurricane, in which split some 
sails and sprung a leak. April 6, lat. 36.10, long. 70, encountered 
another, which blew with terrific fury, accompanied by sleet and rain, 
which covered the vessel from stem to stern, and breaking everything 
adrift on deck ; smashed in bulwarks, knocked off cabin doors and sky- 
light, started covering board, tore away a number of sheets of metal, and 
created havoc generally on all sides, also increased the leak so as to re- 

uire the pumps to be kept continually guing. Had vessel hove up to 
the time of losing the storm trysail, when she was put before it. Had 
a portion of cargo damaged by sea water. 

The Lanercost, from Sunderland, to Hong Kong, which put into 
Gibraltar, April 22, leaky, has been surveyed ; she will proceed to Lisbon 
for repairs. 

The May Queen, from Shields for Galle, put into Portsmouth April 
25, with loss of cathead, four stanchions, bowrail, headrail, bulwarks, 
&c., having been in collision 21st, off Whitby, with the Anne Gill. 

The Buston Vale, from Shields for Singapore, which put into Lerwick 
April 20, with a leak on the port quarter, sailed for her destination on 

the 25th ult. 

The Stavers, from Batavia for Queenstown, which put into Kilrush 
April 22, has been surveyed, when it was found that the rudderhead 
was started and the vessel a little strained along the water ways ; the 
master reports that during the latter part of the voyage the vessel made 


water, and that water and sugar was pumped up; the vessel was or 
dered to effect trifling repairs and to proceed to her port of destination.
